Nazis Threaten 


Vengeance For 
Heydrich Death.

LONDON, June 9.—(BUP)—A 
threat to “avenge without mercy” 
the assassination of Reinhard 
Heydrich was broadcast to the 
Occupied countries today in the 
midst of a state funeral in Berlin 


for the slain deputy chief and 
Purge-master of the Gestapo, at- 
tended by Adolf Hitler. 
Hitler, returning from his head- 
quarters on the 
eastern front, 
spoke briefly at 
the funeral serv- 
ices held in the 
ornate mosaic hai] 
of his new chan- 
cellory but the 
chief role was 
played by Hein- 
drich Himmler, 
Gestapo chief. 
Into a micro- 
phone that car- 


Parris 
tied the services to all Germany and 
all the occupied countries, Himmler 
shouted: 

“We promise to avenge his deati 
and pursue without mercy his work 


of fighting the enemies of the 
Reich.” 

Himmler revealed that h¥s 38- 
year-old subordinate, victim of a 
rifle and bomb attack on May 27, 
almost was killed last year when 
Russian anti-aircraft guns shot 
down his plane as he flew over the 
Russian front, 

.Heydrich managed to return to 
the German lines, Himmler said. 

After Himmler’s eulogy before the 
flower-bank and swastika-draped 
casket, Hitler spoke briefly in tri- 
bute to his fallen Gestapo killer and 
then stepped forward and posthum- 
ously decorated Heydrich with the 
“German order” of the highest class. 

The full services were broadcast 
by the German radio, from all sta- 
tions, and it was a day of mourning 
throughout Germany and the oc- 
cupied territories by the personal 
orders of Hitler,

WASHINGTON, D.C., June 9.—Here in Washington, 
where earnest men are already planning the brave new post- 
war world, they worry a lot about Canada. They worry 
more about us, I fancy, then we worry about ourselves. 
Better perhaps than we, they can see the basic economic 
problem which will face Canada the day that peace is de- 
clared. They see how Canada’s economy, if things go wrong, 


can be torn apart. 
Canada's economy—which means 
the living of every Canadian—is 


| based on two main external fac- 
tors, the markets of Britain and the 


United States. Canada and the 
United States should be able to 
work out post-war trading arrange- 
ments much more satisfactory than 
those that prevailed before the 
war. The complete economic co- 
operation of wartime surely will 
not be permitted to deteriorate in 
peacetime to the tariff wars of the 
nineteen twenties and thirties. But 


| what of Canada's market in Britain, 


on which a large part of the Cana- 
dian economy depends? 


BRITISH POSITION 

In the last 20 years Canada has 
done well in the British market 
It has sold to Britain roughly three 
times as much as it bought from 
her. In this period Britain could 
afford to support this unfavorable 
trade balance, but the war has im- 
poverished Britain. Its foreign in- 
vestments, oncé a leading source of 
income, are being liquidated. Its 
trade has been disrupted. 
eign markets are being supplied by 
other nations. Britain will come 
out of the war lean and poor. 

Then, the American experts 
reason, Britain will be unable to 
maintain its old trading arrange- 
ments with Canada, unless the 
whole shape of world trade is 
vastly altered. In a world of 
freely-moving trade Britain might 
still buy far more from Canada 
than it sold here, recouping this 
unfavorable balance in other 
markets.

If the goods are not allowed to 
flow freely through the world, Bri- 
‘tain must use the device known as 
bi-lateral trading agreements. She 
will import only from nations which 
will accept her goods in return—a 
kind of barter system such as Ger 
many used before this war. In- 
evitably such deals will be made 
with economically weak and unde: 
| veloped countries, where "aw ma- 
| terials can be bought cheap. They 
| will not be bought from countries 
like Canada which try to maintain 
a high jiving standard and hence 
|high production costs. 
DESPERATE DECISION 
| Canada then would have to choose 
| between sacrificing its agricultural 
|industry o¢ its manufacturing in- 
| dustries. To sell wheat to Britain it 
| would have to take manufactured 
goods in return and these would 
| gravely damage the manufacturing 
}industries of Ontario and Quebec. 
On the other hand, if British manu- 
factured goods were not imported 
in huge quantities, Britain could no: 
| buy Canadian farm products and { 
| would be necessary to reorganize, 
perhaps to liquidate a large part of 
the agricultural industry. 

It would be a simple choice be- 
tween manufacturing and farm-

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WATCHED MIDWAY BATTLE FROM SEA 
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9. Pilot Describes Havoc As Jap Carriers Blasted 


Bombers Defied Terrific 
Ack-Ack Barrage To Seal 
Doom Of Nippon Warships 


The first eyewitness account of the Battle of Midway came 
yesterday from a naval aviator who. floating in the sea, saw a line 
of burning Japanese ships pass by. The flier’s story was revealed 
by Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, commander in chief of the United 


States Pacific fleet—EDITOR.

PEARL HARBOR, June 9.—(AP)—From a 25-year- 
old torpedo plane pilot of the Pacific fleet came one of the 
most amazing eye-witness accounts of a major naval engage- 
ment in the history of sea warfare. 


The pilot had what veteran ~ 


naval officers termed “a fish eye 
view” of operations during an 
attack on three Japanese carriers 
participating in the battle of 
Midway. For he watched the 
havoc wrought when American 
dive-bombers and torpedo planes 
blasted at these huge targets— 
observing from the surface of the 
sea itself while clinging to his 
boat-bag and covéring his head 
with a seat from his plane. 

He covered his head to avoid 
detection. 

The pilot is Ensign G. H. Gay, 


son of Mr. and Mrs. G. H. Gay of , 


Houston, Tex. 

Gay is recuperating today from 
minor wounds suffered when his 
squadron met heavy enemy fighter 
opposition while driving home a 
torpedo attack on one of the largest 
carriers in the enemy fleet early 
on June 4, the day the battle of 
Midway opened. 


ONLY SURVIVOR 

Only Gay of the crew of three 
Survived the crash of his plane 
shortly after he launched a torpedo 
at a carrier of the Kaga class. What 
happened thereafter is a naval epic. 

Taking off from his fleet carrier 
with his squadron, Gay approached 
the objective in mid-morning. 


Visibility was unlimited. Below lay | 


three Japanese carriers, less than 
10 miles extending between the first 
and last of the enemy ships, which 
were screened by a considerable 
force of cruisers and destroyers. 
Gay took stock of the astound- 
ing drama below him. Two Kaga 
class carriers had been taking on 
their aircraft. Another smaller 
carrier lay between them, also re- 
ceiving planes that were fighting 
the far-flung battle of Midway. 
One of the larger carriers already 
burned fiercely, while enemy cruis. 
ers and destroyers wheeled around 
it waiting to rescue personnel. 
Twenty minutes later the American 
dive-bombers rocketed into view. 


ASSAULT PRESSED 

In the face of terrific anti-aircraft 
fire and enemy fighter attack, the 
American planes levelled for the 
assault. Gay heard his machine- 
gunner say he had been hit. But 
the approach continued. Near the 
great Japanese carrier, Gay launch 

ed his projectile, then swung sharp- 
ly over the target and sped astern 
@s fast as his plane could carry him. 

Suddenly an explosive shell from 
@ Zero fighter ripped through his 
torpedo plane's rubber controls. The 
detonation seared Gay’s left leg. Al. 
most simultaneously, a small bullet 
struck his upper left arm. 

Coolly, Gay brought his heavy 
plane into a stall and pancaked into 
the sea several miles astern of the 
enemy carrier, 

His gunner was dead, and in the 
emergency landing his radioman 
was unable to pull free. 

At 11 a.m. Gay, alone, watched 
the tail surfaces of his plane dis- 
appear. Now a bit of luck held 
with him, Out of the sinking 
wreckage floated the bag contain- 
ing the deflated rubber liferaft— 
and a black cushion on which the 
Bombardier kneels while work- 
ing. 

Gay figured his chances quickly 
and accurately. There had been re- 
ports of Japanese strafing helpless 
pilots bailing out by parachute, aad 
of machine-gunning of men in such 
life rafts as had floated clear of his 
own plane. 


HID FROM FIGHTERS 

Gay declined to offer himself as 
euch a victim. He ducked under the 
cushion ag enemy fighters swarmed 
overhead. Not knowing the extent 
of his wounds, he felt cautiously at 
his arm. The bullet, which appar- 
ently had struck him at the spent 
end of its trajectory, dropped out in 
his hand. 

“For some reason,” Gay recalled, 
“1% put it in my mouth, Maybe I 
wanted a souvenir. Anyhow, I lost 
{t before long.” 

He bandaged his injured leg 
under the water. 

Then. from his fish-eye view at 
ees level, Gay saw two other Jap 
carriers hit squarely by United 

States bombs,

MASS OF FLAMES 

As the Pacific fleet attack ended, 
the second Kaga class carrier was 
lon fire from bow to stern. 

Surface craft gave Gay close 
brushes. One enemy destroyer ap- 
peared to be driving straight at him 
as she sped to aid a stricken car- 
rier, He thought it wouid run him 
down, but at the last instant it 
swirled past him harmlessly. 

A heavy cruiser steamed by less 
than 500 yards from him, Gay saw 
her crew lining the rail, their 
white uniforms gleaming against 
the battle paint, grimly watching 
the destruction of their force, 

As the afternoon waned, the 
Japanese made frantic efforts to 

stem the damage. An enemy cruiser 
sought to stand alongside a crippled 
carrier, but seemed unable to ap- 
proach close enough. Gay observed 
this vessel’s big guns begin to rake 
the wounded carrier, presumably 
to scuttle her. 

Sometime later a destroyer man- 
aged to come alongside the still 
floating carrier to remove sur- 
vivors. Overhead, Gay said, Jap- 
anese planes appeared to be circling 
in a vain attempt to land on the 
smashed carrier. They would pass 
above her, then soar out of sight, 
and return, 


| FATE UNKNOWN 

Darkness fell, and he never 
learned what became of them. Gay 
inflated his life raft fyom his carbon- 
dioxide bottle. He said he had his 
fill of salt water. 

Working calmly, the young pilot 
had to make emergency patches on 
several bullet holes in the rubber 
boat before it would sustain him 
safely. He clambered in. The long 
night began, 

Far to the north, great glowing 
Patches appeared in the sky, Gay 
thought these might have been 
the searchlights of Japanese res- 
cue vessels seeking to pick up 
carrier personnel, 

There didn't seem to be much 
else to do, so he “tried to catch a 
few winks of sleep.” 

Toward morning, he was awak- 
ened from fitful slumber by three 
explosions which he believed may 
have been demolition charges, °« 

Several hours after sun-up a navy 
patrol plane, on a search, spotted 
his rubber boat. Later the plane 
returned and picked up Gay. 

Later a navy doctor asked him 
what treatment he had for his burns 
and he replied: “Well, I soaked ‘em 
in salt water for 10 hours.” 


LITTERED WITH RAFTS 

They headed back to the base. 
The surface of the battle area was 
littered with black Japanese life- 
rafts, presumably used by the en- 
emy when they abandoned ship. 
Great patches of oi] floated on the 
debris-strewn sea, Gay said. 

Gay reported that the one carrier 
of the Kaga class could be listed 
as a ‘certain loss,” while the other 
two carriers were “probable”, These 
were later pursued by American 
forces engaged in finishing off the 
cippled units of the Japanese fleet.

GORDON DECLARES 


Price Control 


Necessary 


For Full War Efficiency, 
Adjustment Peace Economy 


OTTAWA, June 9.—(CP)—Donald Gordon, chairman 
of the Wartime Prices and Trade Board, said last night the 
two “main effects” of price control are increased efficiency 
in the war effort and a reduction in dislocations involved in 
converting the country’s economy back to a _ prosperous 


peacetime basis. 

_ He spoke on the “Labor Forum” 
program broadcast over the na- 
tional network of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation in co- 
operation with the Workers’ Edu- 
cational Association, 

Others taking part in the dis- 
cussion were Drummond Wren, 
general secretary of the association; 
Robert Haddow, general organizer 
of the International Association of 
Machinists (A.F.L.), and Pat Con- 
roy, secretary-treasurer of the 
Canadian Congress of Labor. 


POST-WAR PERIOD 

Mr. Gordon was answering & 
question by Mr. Conroy as to 
whether the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board js considering the post- 
war period. 

“Are you going to let go of the 
controls and let us all go back to 
the ‘law of the jungle’?” Mr. Conroy 
asked. 

“What is done after this war about 
keeping or relaxing wartime con- 
trols is of course a matter of gov- 
ernment policy,” Mr. Gordon said. 
“But... the policy of price control 
is part of our fight against the in- 
flation menace caused by war, and 
price control has two main effects: 


“First, to increase the efficiency 
of our war effort; and second, to 
reduce the dislocations involved 
in converting our wartime econ- 
omy back from wartime to a 
prosperous peacetime basis.” 
Replying to another question by 
Mr. Conroy regarding a check on 
rents, Mr. Gordon said that when 
a person rents a home or business 
premises, the landlord must give 
him a signed statement showing the 
rent paid by the previous tenant, 
and must send another copy to the 
nearest rentals office. He said many 
landlords and tenants did not real- 
ize this is compulsory. 


BEEF VARIATIONS 

Questioned about butchers sell- 
ing cheaper cuts of meat at higher 
prices than the ceiling allows, Mr. 
Gordon said the quality of beef 
varies considerably with the sea» 
sons, 

“Beef sold in the basic form of 
September and October (1941) 
comes from grass-fed cattle and is 
cheaper than beef from cattle which 
are stall-fed throughout the winter,” 
he said. “We have recognized this 
principle of seasonal quality. 

“Higher prices are charged for 
beef from winter-fed cattle, simply 
because stall-fed beef is of better 
quality than grass-fed beef. The 
fact that the public pays more for 
winter-fed beef does not mean that 
prices are rising—it merely means 
they are buying better beef.” 

Mr, Gordon said definite max- 
imum prices for beef packers and 
wholesalers have been set in 
zones covering all Canada, so the 
retail butcher knows exactly the 
maximum he must pay for beef. 


“Each butcher is required to 
regulate his ceiling prices for the 
various cuts of beef so that his to- 
tal return from all cuts from any 
carcass must not exceed his cost 
plus a markup No higher than that 
customarily obtained by him during 
the basic period,” Mr, Gordon said. 
“You will see from this that the 
relative prices of the varjous cuts 
will vary but the total price is con- 
trolled.” 


TO ENFORCE CEILING 
The prices board was watching 
operations of the new plan and fur- 
ther action would be taken if 
necessary to enforce ceiling prices, 
which now are “clearly defined.”

as we are, their chances grow stead- 
ily less as time goes on. 

Australia is a case in point. When 
the Japanese first turned towards 
that continent, observers predicted 
that they would have to make it a 
lightning thrust or lose their chance. 
Still engaged at the time with their 
campaigns in Burma, the Philip- 
pines and part of the Dutch Indies, 
the Japanese were too over-extend- 
ed to throw a_ sufficient force 
against Australia. 

Gen. MacArthur meanwhile was 
being steadily reinforced. When the 
battle of the Coral Sea came, his 
land-based bombers were able to 
rout the invasion force, whether it 
was bound for Australia proper or 
for New Caledonia. As the situation 
stands now, the prospect of a suc- 
cessful Japanese invasion of Aus 
tralia fades day by day. 


AT DISADVANTAGE 


That is the argument in favor of 
another early Japanese attempt 
against Hawaii, or Alaska. On the 
other hand, the Japanese are at a 
disadvantage in such an operation.

Tricks Of Stuntmen May 


Reduce Air Casualties

BOSTON, June 9.—(AP)— 
Unsuccessful “suicide leap- 
ers’ and successful automo- 
bile stunt drivers may be in- 
strumental in saving the lives 
of combat fliers. 

Experts in aviation medicine 
already have determined that im- 
pact of the body, especially the 
head, with some solid part of the 
aircraft is generally the cause of 
death or of serious injury, even 
in minor accidents, 

And now they are seeking to 
apply to aviation the following two 
lessons learned from those who leap 
out of windows, and from the 
drivers who cheat death as the 
carnival crowds roar: 

1, Would-be suicide leapers who 
muffed the job wound up only in 
a hospital instead of the morgue 
because their heads experienced a 
brief interval of diminished velocity 
—such as by striking an awning, a 
ventilator box, or a garden plot. 


TRICKS OF TRADE 


2.The automobile stuntsmen 
come through alive because, just 
before their cars strike a solid wall 
at 60 miles an hour, they jump into 
the back seat of the car and lie hard 
against the rear of the front seat 
with hand or elbow placed between

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Tokyo Was Outguessed 


Hats off to Admiral King and Admiral 
Nimitz and whoever else had to do with 
the “guessing” as to where the main Jap- 
anese fleet would strike, and where Allied 
capital ships must be held in readiness to 
meet the blow. 

Whatever may be the final and com- 

lete outcome of the furious fight that has 

n raging for several days and nighis 
in the central Pacific, the strategic battle 
was won when the Allied heavy forces met 
the Japanese battleships off Midway is- 
land. That meeting was no accident. It 
occurred because Allied strategists had 
out-thought the Japanese strategists. 

Nothing would have suited the enemy 
80 well as to have raided, ravaged and oc- 
cupied the Hawaiian group while the ‘main 
Allied striking force was hunting for the 
Japanese heavy ships somewhere else. The 
reason that didn’t happen was because the 
directors of the Allied operations kept 
their powerful units right where the event 
showed they should be. 

The Pacific.is a big ocean. Big enough 
that the hostile fleets might cruise there 
for months without encountering each 
other except by chance. But they met off 
Midway island as by appointment—to the 
surprise and regret of the plot-makers at 
Tokyo. The Yamamoto cocksureness must 
have got as bad a jolt as his battle fleet. 


Time To Move Out 


French people living in the militarized 
zone along the western coast have been 
warned by the BBC that they had better 
move farther inland. That happy idea no 
doubt occurred to many of them long ago, 
and that there has already been a*heavy 
movement to the interior is probable. 

That Stuelpnagel will do nothing to 
prevent a general migration is by no 
means likely. His business is to extort all 
the food and other supplies he can get out 
of France, to which end he has been in- 
creasing the pressure for larger produc- 
tion in all parts of the country. And it is 
quite in line with Nazi traditions of brutal- 
ity that the civilian population should be 
kept in the danger zone as “hostages,” 
some of whom would almost certainly be 
killed as air raids and commando raids oc- 
cur with growing frequency. 

The warning plainly implies either 
more devastating raids or a coming full 
scale invasion, somewhere in the coastal 
region. The object is to save civilians from 
death or injury, almost inevitable when 
armed forces meet in a populated area. 
Frenchmen will know that the warning is 
not an idle one, and that their lives may 
depend on their getting out. 

There may be expected a rush for the 
border of unoccupied France, and a tight- 
ening of patrols along the border to pre- 
vent the fugitives making their escape. 
More frequent clashes between the occu- 
pation authorities and the civilians are 
thus in prospect, with increasing harsh- 
ness on one side and increasing resistance 
on the other. 


Headed This Way 


The Japanese fleet which was _inter- 
cepted by Allied forces off Midway island 
included troopships. This proves that it 
was an expeditionary force, intended to 
take possession of that island and of the 
Hawaiians, or perhaps to seize and hold a 
base or bases on the coast of Alaska, Can- 
ada, or the United States. 

More likely the islands were the chart- 
ed destination. Daring as Japanese strat- 
egy has been shown to be, it can hardly 
be supposed these outposts were to be by- 
passed and left as menacing Allied bases 
along communication lines extending to 
invasion points on the mainland. 

Whatever its immediate purpose, the 
expedition was headed this way. And the 
ultimate purpose must lie beyond the is- 
lands. If Japanese forces held every island 
in the western sea that would not give 
Tokyo victory, nor put it in position to 
cinch its theiveries by a stalemate truce. 
Tojo and his accomplices know that, and 
must be supposed to plan the invasion of 
this continent, soon or later, as the only 
way to compel submission to their terri- 
torial ambitions, 

It will do no good to waste time trying 
to work out the puzzle of Tokyo's im- 
mediate plans—nor to get excited because 
it brought the war halfway across the Pa- 
cific. It is the job of our military men to 
solve the military problems involved, and 
they will do it. 

What the civilian, in Edmonton or any- 
where else in the threat belt, can do and 
should do is sit down and study the in- 
structions which have been given him as 
to how he can protect his family and his 
property in the event of an air raid, now 
or later. 


Failure At One Point

could have heen placed aboard had they 
arrived in time at the port of departure. 

In his report the Commissioner says: 
“Had more energy and initiative been 
shown by the quartermaster - general’s 
branch charged with the movement of the 
equipment of the force, the availability of 
this space (aboard the Awatea) would 
have been ascertained earlier and the 
vehicles would have arrived in time for 
loading on Oct. 24th.” 

Sir Lyman adds there was no evidence 
that the troops “suffered through lack of 
them (the 20 vehicles) or that they were 
not supplied at Hong Kong,” but the in- 
cident did show “some lack of energy.” 

The remainder of the vehicles were 
loaded on a United Statés transport routed 
to Shanghai, Hong Konig and Manila, But 
the U.S. naval authorities changed the 
route of the ship to Honolulu and Manila, 
where it arrived on Dec. 12th—after Japan 
had struck and Hong Kong had become in- 
accessible. The vehicles were turned over 
to the American forces in the Philippines. 


Considering what happened before the 
end of that month at Hong Kong, had the 
vehicles been taken there they might have 
been only so much more booty for the 
Japs, while the American troops no doubt 

-made what use they could of them durin 
the five months they held out around 
Manila Bay.

It cost the Dominion $17,000,000 to pay 
for last year’s wheat acreage reduction in 
Saskatchewan.

This week the Canadian Par- 
liament will probably begin the 
most vital debate in which it has 
concerned itself since 1867, 

On the motion of Prime Min- 
ister W. L. Mackenzie King, it 
will consider the abrogation of 
Section 3 of the National Re- 
sources Mobili- 
lization Act, 
which _ prohibits 
the employment 
of conscription 
as a means of 
securing men 
for _ service 
overseas, 

This is the’ 
legalistic phase 
of the coming 
debate, 

Actually, 
what Parlia- Herold L. Weir 
liament will consider will be the 
future relations of the two great 
races in Canada and it will face 
the danger of a serious breach 
between them. 

As the House of Commons 
opens this fateful discussion, it 
is well that the Canadian people 
should be well aware of certain 
basic facts. 


Voluntary Enlistment 


The first fact is that Canada Is 
still securing, by voluntary en- 
listment, all the men required to 
maintain the navy, army and air 
force program laid down by the 
Government. Voluntary recruit- 
ing has not broken down, The 
fighting forces are growing as 
had been planned. 

But while recruiting is still up 
to the schedule set by Ottawa, 
there is a question in many 
minds whether this schedule is 
compatible. with the growing de- 
mands of the war for fighting 
manpower. There is a doubt that 
Ottawa’s plans, under which the 


recruiting quota is fixed, are 
broad enough to meet the rapid- 
ly changing and even more 
rapidly enlarging situation. 

Should, for instance, concen- 
trated fighting break out be- 
tween the Japanese and the Rus- 
sians in Siberia, has Canada suf- 
ficient forces available for. over- 
seas service to take part in that 
battle should it be expedient for 
her to do s0? 

Or, again, should an invasion 
of continental Europe begin from 
Britain, has Canada _ sufficient 
forces available for overseas 
service to adequately reinforce 
the units we already have in the 
British Isles? 

In other words, would the re- 
cruiting system be sufficient to 
meet such immediate and urgent 
needs for men to proceed at once 
overseas? 

To put it briefly, voluntary en- 
listment may be good enough at 
the present moment. But lack of 
sufficient forces available for 
overseas might, at any moment, 
constitute a tragedy for the units 
we-already maintain in Britain, 
and might, indeed, lose the war. 


Inequitable 
There is the fact, of course, 
that the Canadian failure to 


adopt some form of total con- 
scription has lowered Canadian 
prestige in the United States and 
has created a good deal of un- 
favorable discussion among the 
people of Britain who are sacri- 
ficing everything for victory. 

We must remember thaf while 
overseas conscription might 
threaten disunity within Can- 
ada, the lack of it contains the 
seeds of disunity among the 
United Nations. 

It is obvious that for the sake 
of compromising with a domestic 
breach, we can hardly imperil 
our relationship with Britain and 


the United States, particularly 
since the former has protected 
us from disaster since 1940 and 
the latter is even now protecting 
us from the Japanese. 

There is the further fact that 
total conscription is the only 
equitable way of imposing an 
equal service upon everyone. 

It would be ludicrous to say 
that every Canadian today is 
making an equal sacrifice. This 
present inequality of service is 
undemocratic, unjust and inef- 
ficient, 

Only 


total conscription can 
rectify it. ‘ 


For Industry 


The second fact to be consider- 
ed is that Canada will shortly 
face, indeed, is alreddy facing, in 
some places, a shortage of man- 
power for industry. 

Though men are idle in some 
places, or not fully employed in 
others, the problem of manpower 
shortage remains, and as the new 
war plants open, as more men 
are needed for unforseen neces- 
sities, the shortage will probably 
become acute before the end of 
the year, 

The choice between placing a 


man in essential industry and in| 


the fighting forces certainly will 
have to be faced. Conscription 
may have to be applied to in- 
dustry. 

What is needed desperately to- 
day, then, is an over-all plan 
which will dispose of all our 
manpower and womanpower to 
the best possible advantage 
through all the fronts of the war, 
at home as well as overseas, as 
part of the joint effort of al] the 
United Nations. 

This situation with regard to 
industry makes it all the more 
necessary that the hands of the 
Government be entirely free of 
all commitments and _prohibi- 


tions in dealing with Canadian 
manpower, 

Every mian and woman in this 
Kingdom of Canada must be en- 
tirely at the disposal of the Gov- 
ernment and available for im- 
mediate use in any part of the 
world. 

That means that Section 3 of 
the National Resources Mobiliza- 
tion Act must go and go quickly. 


Open Quarrel 


The third fact, and it is a vital 
one, is that the war effort could 
be irreparably damaged by the 
collapse of national unity and of 
co-operation between our two 
races, 

An open quarrel between the 
two races would not only hedevil 
the years of peace, not only 
would threaten the future exis- 
tence of the nation, but would be 
a disaster to the war effort itself. 

It must be clear to everyone 
that if the energy of the nation, 
the thought of the Government 
and the deliberations of Parlia- 
ment are to be concentrated on a 
racial feud within Canada, they 
cannot all be concentrated on the 
war. 

Hitler is the only one who 
would profit by such a calamity 
and we may be sure he would 
exploit it to the full. 

No one but the Nazis has any- 
thing to gain by promoting ill- 
will between the peer of Can- 
ada at a time when close unity 
and close co-operation are essen- 
tial to victory. 


Good Sense 


It is not difficult to understand 
the impulse by which French- 
Canada seeks to avoid overseas 
service. With that view, a good 
many English-speaking Cana- 
dians will have tolerant sym- 
pathy. 

For while Britain has been ex- 
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ceedingly, sometimes indulgently, 
good to French-Canadians, the 
fact remains that they are not 
within the British tradition and 
do not fully feel the pull of the 
imperial sentiment. 

And although overseas con- 
scription means a good deal more 
than the protection of the British 
Isles, it is perhaps natural for 
partisan zealots to make that 
protection symbolic of the entire 
principle for the purposes of 
argument, 

Nevertheless, an overwhelm- 
majority of the Canadian people, 
in the plebiescite of April 27, 
have inferentially demanded 
conscription for overseas, 

Sooner or later, the will of the 
majority will have to be obeyed, 
no matter how long voluntary 
enlistment continues to serve the 
immediate purpose and no mat- 
ter how long the issue is poste 
poned for the sake of maintain 
ing national harmony, 

Whether that inevitability is 
accepted with good grace or with 
violent reaction depends entire- 
ly upon the good sense of the 
French-Canadians. 

In that view, the future of 
Canada and our ability to wage 
the war efficiently rests wholly 
in their hands. 

They can make or break our 
war effort. They can make or 
break Canada. 

One thing is certain; the Can- 
adian majority is not going to 
recede from its position on over- 
seas conscription because of any 
minority threats. This leaves the 
onus entirely upon French Can- 
ada. 

The French-Canadians say 
they are patriots. They have re- 
peatedly proved their right to 
make that assertion, 

This is a time for them to 
prove it again. 


Is There Special Immunity For Quebec?

Not long ago, Mr. Rene Cha- 
loult made two sensational 
speeches. One was in the Quebec 
Legislature. One was in Mon- 
treal, 

Most of the people of Canada 
know something of what Mr. 
Chaloult said in the Quebec 
Legislature, It was to the effect 
that if Canada attempted to 
apply conscription to Quebec, 
civil war would result and the 
responsibility would rest with 
English-speaking Canada. 

We do not know yet (at least 
officially) what Mr. Chaloult said 
in Montreal, as ordinary channels 
of news have been blocked, pre- 
sumably by the authorities. But 
we do know that what Mr. Cha- 
loult said was considered to be a 
violation of the laws of the land. 
And we do know that the Minis- 
ter of Justice has declared Mr. 
Chaloult will have to answer to 
the courts for his utterances, 

What we do not know as yet is 
when Mr. Chaloult will have to 
answer to the courts. It appears 
that Mr. Chaloult, at the moment, 
has gone to his summer home for 
a vacation. 


By-Products 


Meanwhile we can discuss some 
of the remarkable by-products of 
this episode, 

One of the most remarkable 
comments on this case is in the 
“L’action Catholique,” which is 
usually held to be the official or- 
gan of the Roman Catholique 
hierarchy in Quebec. This article 
is entitled “Liberty During the 
War.” It argues that extreme 
liberality has been shown to Eng- 
lish-speaking speakers and writ- 
ers. It names specifically Com- 
munist propaganda, which it says 
is in general circulation and also 
a paper published by Rev. T. T. 
Shields of Toronto, In the opin- 
ion of L'action Catholique” both 
these kinds of publications should 


have been suppressed, But in 
regard to Mr, Chaloult, it says. 

“We would regret it if action 
were taken against the man, who 
has made use of the toleranse to- 
wards everyone thus far. If the 
government wishes to show 
greater severity henceforth, we 
think that it should: 1—Give no- 
tice to the public of its new dis- 
position; 2, Place everyone on the 
same footing. This is imperative 
in our humble opinion.” 

This astonishing statement, 
coming from such a responsible 
quarter, is of national import- 
ance, It is so directly contrary to 
the facts, There has been on lib- 
erality to date in regard to ex- 
pressions which some might con- 
Sider subversive. The only lax- 
ity there has been, has been to 
one particular section of the Can- 
adian people—of one race and 
one religion. 


The Communists in Canada 
have been treated not only strict- 
ly, but with a harshness unpar- 
alleled in any other democracy. 
This harshness has not been re- 
laxed one whit, even since Com- 
munist Russia became the strong- 
est military power fighting for 
our cause in this war. More than 
a hundred alleged Communists 
are still in internment, in spite of 
the fact that every one knaws 
they would be working night and 
day for an all-out war effort 
were they to be released, It is 
quite true that when they were 
interned, tha Communist line in 
this part of the world was backed 
by luke-warmness towards the 
war on one side and actual hos- 
tility to the war on the other, But 
the facts have changed for the 
Communists as much as they 


would change for the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy if the Pope 
himself were to abandon neu- 
trality in this war, and come out 
openly for the defeat of the Axis. 
Violation

“L'action Catholique” must be 
blind at least in one eye, if it 
fails to see that any violaters 
who escaped prosecution under 
Defence of Canada Regulations, 
are invariably from one province 
of* Canada. 


No Special Privileges For Minorities 


LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 

Editor, Bulletin: In a recent 
issue of your paper appeared a 
letter dealing with the Canadian 
French question, which bristled 
with assertions not according to 
fact. The letter was signed 
“Justice for All.” 

First, Canada is not a dual- 
language nation, The old British- 
French treaty which established 
their status in Canada, gave the 
French the use of their language 
in the province of Quebec, and 
with later amendments, certain 
other privileges in the House of 
Parliament, and certain courts of 
the land. 

With this exception, French is 


as much a foreign language in| 


Canada as German, Italian, or 
Japanese, 

With a one-language-one-flag- 
no-special-privilege policy, the 
United States have welded into 


one grand patriotic nation peo- 
ple of almost every race and 
creed, We could do the same in 
Canada but for the French, who 
constantly demand special privi- 
leges, to which they have no 
right by agreement, law, or 
equity, which, while permitted, 
works hardship on other Cana- 
dians, 

For instance, in Saskatchewan 
alone, we have approximately 
77,500 Germans, 47,700 Slavs, 


37,000 Scandinavians, 39,300 
Ukrainians, 1500 Finns, 2500 
Rumanians, 2000 Magyars, 3600 


Yiddish, about 370,000 British, 
and perhaps another 100,000 of 
other races. Shall we ask them 
all to learn the mother tongue 
of 27,400 French? 

These people. from_ foreign 
lands, who have been Canadians 
for a generation, find English a 
satisfactory vehicle for the con-

veyance of thought, and in near- 
ly all cases, learn it as rapidly as 
possible, 

Only the French, whose spe- 

cial demands stand out like a 
festered thumb, participate ill- 
‘feeling and prevent that com- 
plete unity which, I believe, is 
desired by every English-speak- 
ing citizen of Canada, and would 
be equally desired by the French, 
had it not been for the mis- 
leadership under which they 
have suffered from those who 
have been moulding Quebec 
thought for the past thirty years 
or so. 
_ But it is on the question of 
intolerance that “Justice For 
All” really descends to the depths 
of absurdity. In the autumn of 
1917, the Canadian 
Army for service in France stood 
in numbers at approximately 
425,000. Of this number, about 
14,000 were French, (Their share, 
according to population, would 
have been over 140,000). 

The stream of voluntary sup- 
ply had gone dry, but the army 
at the front had to have rein- 
forcements, Conscription was the 
only method of providing the 
men. The politicians of that day 
in charge of our war effort had 
the courage. They knew, and the 
French of Quebec knew, that the 
best place to defend Canada was 
in France, They formed a Union 
Government and went to the 
people on conscription. 

In the campaign that followed, 
Frenchmen from Quebec spoke 
to mixed audiences in Ontario 
and other parts of Canada 
against conscription, and never 
was a meeting disturbed or 
broken up. No matter how ‘dis- 
tasteful the argument, these 
had respectul hearing on every 
occasion. 

But how about Quebec? Of 
the 65 constituencies in that 
province, about 58 refused to al- 
low a speaker talking in favor 
of conscription on any platform. 
some .courageOus men made at- 
tempts to hold meetings in favor 
of Union Government candidates. 

The lucky ones were general- 
dy howled down. Others were as- 
sailed with over-ripe eggs and 
fruit, 

A newspaper office in Quebec 
City, which inadvertently pub- 
lished something against roudy- 
ism, was beseiged and damaged. 

In this year of grace, history 
is repeating itself under slightly 
different circumstances, but the 
spirit is the same,

In the city there are cake shops 
and delicatessens every few 
yards, where she can go in and 
buy cakes, rolls, doughnuts, etc., 
ete., and thus save her ration of 
Sugar for tea, coffee and cereals, 
while the village housewife has 
to do without these things for we 
only have a plain bread baker, 
which means that we have to 
put sweets aside, They also tell 
us to bake with honey. That 
would be alright if the govern- 
ment would set a_ reasonable 
price on that product, but in a 
district like this one where there 
}are tons and tons of honey pro- 
| duced, we have to pay 15% cents 
per lb. for the local honey, while 
the stores sells the Ontario 
honey the same price, and they 
have to pay high freight charges 
on if. What does that mean? 

Now, one cup of honey equals 
34 lb., at 1542 cents per Ib, makes 
quite expensive cooking, 

The government has put a set 
price on onions, potatoes, etc. 
Why not put a reasonable set 
price on the local honey of about 
10 or 11 cents per 1b? 

I'm sure the Ontario producers 
do not get that much for theirs,

Salary Fixing 


OTTAWA, June 9. — (CP) — | 
Finance Minister Isley sald in the 
house of commons yesterday that 
Angus MacInnis (C.C.F., Vancou- 
ver East), was “sowing the seeds 
of class antagonism” by saying 
that the salaried class would tend 
to favor itself when drawing up 
government orders covering sal- 
aries and wages. | 
The minister said great care had | 
been taken in drawing up the 
orders. 

He added: “I knew perfectly well, 
and the government knew, that 
there would be certain members in | 
this house who would say that we 
were favoring the salaried class. | 
That we were favoring directors and 
those in managerial posftions while 
we kept the lid on labor.” 


ANSWER CHARGES 4 

The government kept that in 
mind and was careful to have an 
answer “for every One of these 
charges, and those answers will be 
given when the time comes.” 

The discussion arose during de- 
bate on a resolution covering a tax 
convention with the United States 

Conservative House Leader 
Hanson said a salary order recent- 
ly issued by the government ap- 
parently gave the minister power 
to lift the ceiling on salaries in 
some cases. 

“In other words we have a policy 
of salary-fixing by the will of the 
minister,” said Mr. Hanson. 

“But the salaries of labor and of 
executives are to remain frozen. 
However, if a man js a dollar-a- 
year man and becomes a salaried 
official the minister may break the 
rule in favor of such a man, It is 
just a policy of trial and error. . 

“It may leave itself open to all 
kinds of abuses and favoritism.” 


SALARIES NOT FIXED 

Mr. MacInnis said he believed 
that the salaries order-in-council 
did not actually. fix salaries and 
that the minister of national rev- 
enue (Col. Colin Gibson) could 
give increases “almost at will.” 

The Vancpuver East member 
added: “That is what one must ex- 
pect when there is a salaried class 
dealing with this matter.” 

Mr. Isley said that if Mr. Mac- 
Innis would examine the order set- 
ting up the National War Labor 
Board and the order setting up the 
salaries ceiling he would find there | 
was no more latitude allowed in 
permitting raises under the salaries 
ceiling order than under the other 
order,

SOME OVERSEAS 

Some V.A.D.'s will have an op- 
portunity to go overseas attached to 
the Canadian army, but most will 
serve at home, Those serving with 
the army will come under control 
of the Royal Canadian Army Medi- 
cal Corps. 

The possibility is that they will 
wear the St. John nursing sister 
uniform—black and white striped 
dress, white apron with the cross 
of St. John, and white veils, but 
when they serve in civilian hospi- 
tals, the institutions may put them 
in uniforms somewhat similar to 
those of student nurses, 

Those who are serving with the 
army will probably be provided 
with walking out uniform, hats and 
greatcoats of a design to be an- 
nounced later. 


REGULATIONS. ANNOUNCED 

Regulations regarding the army 
section of the V.A.D. were made 
public today. They describe a 
V.A.D. as: “a member of the nurs- 
ing division of the St. John Ambu- 
lance Brigade or the Nursing Aux- 
iliary Canadian Red Cross Corps, 
who has completed a period of pro- 
bation with the Royal Canadian 
Army Medical Corps.”

Those eligible for the V.AD. 
corps serving with the Canadian 
army must have their first aid and 
home nursing certificates, be Brit- 
ish subjects between 21 and 40 years 
of age, be of medical category “A” 
or “B” and have no dependent chil- 
dren, 

There is a possibility that women 
over 40 years of age. if physically 
fit, will be accepted in civilian hos- 
pitals, 


SERVE FOR DURATION 


V.A.D.’s will serve for the dura- 
tion, unless discharged for miscon- 
duct, infringment of regulations, or 
medical unfitness, or are released 
on compassionate grounds, 

V.A.D.’s in the army will not be 
allowed to marry until they have 
had a year's service and then they 
must obtain official permission from 
the director-general of medical ser- 
vices, The girls will receive free 
medical and dental attention and 
hospitalizatiun while in service in 
Canada. Rates of pay for girls serv- 
ing outside Canada will be changed 
from time to time, but will not ex- 
ceed $3 a day. 

V.A.D.'s in Canada will receive 
$10 a month to cover incidental ex- 
penses plus $5 a month for laun- 
dry if laundry cannot be done in 
the hospital, When a volunteer has 
completed her probationary term 
she will receive $100 outfit allow- 
ance, with an additional $50 after

Unmarried Women Must Fill War Positions, 
Leave Married Ones To Maintain Home Front 


TTAWA, June 9.— (CP) —The 
onus of replacing men in war 
industry rests with young unmar- 
ried women or married women with 
no children, says Mrs. Rex Eaton of 
Vancouver. As newly - appointed 
assistant director of the national se- 
lective service directorate, women’s 
division, Mrs. Eaton declares 
»* younger women who can stand the 
gaff should enlist in industry with 
the same spirit of self-sacrifice as 
young men who have enlisted for 
fighting service. 

If Mrs. Eaton has her way, mar- 
ried women will be left in the home 
to carry on Canada’s family life as 
long as possible. 

But if women generally must meet 
the needs of war industry, they'll 
do it eagerly and enthusiastically, 
Mrs, Eaton said in an interview 
Hundreds of letters have already 
poured into her office, from women 
in all parts of Canada demanding 
to know what jobs they can do, 


WILLING TO SERVE 


“The women seem to be willing 
to do anything, to go anywhere. As 
a rule women are stay-at-homes, 


labor, but today, all that’s changed. 
The urgency of war has made wo- 
men eager to be of service, no mat- 
ter what the sacrifice entails.” 

Whether Canada’s women will 
need to be mobilized, she did not 
know. But there will be no national 
registration until the register of un. 
employed men has been tabulated. 
Not before then will it be known 
how many women, if any, must be 
mobilized. If the time comes when 
women have to be moved about the 
country, Mrs, Eaton is going to see 
they are well looked after. 

“If women are brought into indus- 
try in large numbers I will accept 
responsibility, as part of my work, 
to see that they work under health- 
ful, happy conditions, that they live 
comfortably.” 


PROVISION MADE 

Some definite provision probably 
will be made if a large-scale trans- 
fer of women to war industry takes 
place, Hostels might be established 
for workers where their health and 


recreation would be given adequate | 


care, Since the nutrition services of 
the war department of pensions ard 


ing of war workers, these surveys 
may be extended to women work- 
ers and their particular problems. 

If, eventually, women with chile 
dren are needed in industry day 
nurseries will probably be provided 
through government agencies, as- 
sisted by Canada's social welfare 
system. Already thousands of wo- 
men, many of them with children, 
nave been absorbed into war indus- 
ries. 


CONTRIBUTION MARVELOUS 

“Women's contribution in itlus- 
try, so far, has been marvel!ous,” 
commented Mrs. Eaton. “There 
hasn't been enough expression of 
appreciation to these women for the 
role they are playing.” 

Evidence of this was in the report 
on the employment of women in 
Canadian gun and rifle factories 
made in January for the women's 
bureau of the United States depart.

Arthur Meighen in the special 
house of commons committee on 
canteen funds tocay caused a 
Clash between J. A. Marshall (ND. 
Camrose) and Howard Green 
(Con Vancouver South), 

Mr. Marshall set out to answer a 
question asked by George Cruik- 
shank (Lib Fraser Valley) about in- 
vestments made by the Alberta 
board of trustees for canteen funds 
of the first Great War. Reading 
from a prepared . statement, Mr. 
Marshal] said securities held by the 
Alberta gommittee in 1927 had been 
disposed of and proceeds invested 
in shares of Canadian General In- 
vestment Trust Limited and second 
Canadian General Investment Trust 
Limited to the extent of more than 
$109,000 and that the loss occurred 
on these shares. 


NO INSINUATIONS 

Mr. Marshall said the president of 
the company was Mr. Meighen and 
objection was taken when he said 
he did not know whether “mem- 
bers of the board went to Toronto or 
Mr. Meighen went to Edmonton.” 

“What has Mr. Meighen got to dc 
with this?” asked Mr. Green. “Many 
people invested money in these com- 
panies.” 

Mr. Marshall said he was mak- 
ing no insinuations. He was just 
stating facts. 

Mr. Green said Mr. Marshall had 
no right to make suggestions which 
would besmirch the character of 
responsible persons such as the 
members of the Alberta board. He 
pressed Mr. Marshall for a statement 
to whether he charged dishonesty or 
bad faith.
